A Scene of Indescribable Grandeur 
Several Vessels Destroyed,

A Half Million Dollars’ Worth of Lumber 
Consumed. 


NEW Vonx, August 10.—This morning the 
hull of the burning vessel Nictaux, still 
ablaze, floated against the pier occupied by 
the American Export Lumber Company, at 
Hunter’s Point. The premises occupid by 


the company include both sides 
of Newton Creek. At the time 
the Nictaux came in contact 


withthe pier they were unloading therea 
large number of vessels. The fire immedi- 
ataly commnicated with the lumber 
yard and spread in every direction 
with lightning rapidity. From the lumber 
yard the fire spread to the _ ves- 
sels, and notwithstanding efforts were made 
by several tugs which hastened to 
their assistance, six barges, one schooner 
and one ship were soon ia flames. Over ten 
acres of fire is now raging wildly, and it ap- 
pears to be beyond the control of the firemen. 
Several burning vessels were towed into the 
river and have drifted with the tide towards 
Biackwell’s Island, enveloped in 

‘A SHEET OF FLAMES. 

The fire is spreading in every direction ana 
no estimate can be formed as to its probable 
extent. The scene from the river is one of 
indescribable grandeur, the flames rising in 
every direetion, devouring everything in their 


path. 
A HALF MILLION Loss. 


The Evening Post says the stock of the Ex- 
port Lumber Company, mostly Canada pine, 
was valued at $500,000. About halfof itis 
already destroyed. It is fully insured. About 
$100,000 of insurance of the burned lumber 
bas been placed within a week. The insurance 
is placed chiefly in foreign companies. Charles 
Watrow’s stock of lumber, Canada pine, val- 
ued at $200,000, burned; insured. The total 
loss is expected to be a half million. 

A MAGNIFICENT SIGHT. 
Speclal to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, August 10.—The fire at New- 
town Creek,this morning, which destroyed 
fully a bali million dollars’ worthZof lumber, 
presented a magnificent sight from the New 
York side. A sheet of flame 
800 feet wide with quivermg tongues of fire 
leaped bigh into the air. It was the largest 
fire on tbe river front for a long time, 
and if hundreds of firemen from Brooklyn, 
Williamsburg, Hunter’s Point, Green Point, 
and New York City, who responded quickly 
to the general alarm, had not done quick, ef- 
ficient and intelligent work, the fire would 
have been much more disastrous. Part of 
the river front where the fire occurred is a 

MONSTROUS TINDER BOX. 
materials for explosions and 

conflagrations are at hand. 
Crowds in New York viewed the spec- 
tacie. The fire was caused by the large bark 
Nictaux, loaded with naptha, and on fire 
since yesterday morning. She _ floated 
across Newtown Creek, where at one 
of the docks of the lumber yard of Charles 
Watrous, a small sloop was loading. The 
naptha explodedand flowed over the water. 
The lumber sloop was soon alight and it set 
fire to’ the lumber near the dock. 
The burning naptha also set fire 
to other piles of lumber along Hunter’s Poin 
bank of the creek. The fire spread with 
great rapidity. Charles Watrous’. lumber- 
vard measures about 300 by 400 feet, and 
is on the nortbern corner, bounded 
by the river and creek.

HIGH LIFE IN PARIS. 


The Queer Ways in Which Some Noble- 
men and Noblewomen Make Money. 


| Paris Cor, New York Sun. | 


Tbe leaven of positivism is working with a 
vengeance in the lump of the European aris- 
tovracy. By positivism I mean, of course, 
that practical temper of the time which strives 
alove everything else to put money in 
the purse. With our nobles of to-day this 
question of money is uppermost; indeed a: 
the rate things are going the Year Book of 
European nobility will soon be nothing more 
or less than a business directory. 

In Ergland the law of primogeniture has 
kept the great fortunes and estates together; 
yet even in England not a few slenderly-por- 
tioned younger sons go into trade nowadays. 
itis in Germany, in France, and in Italy, 
bowever, that the descendants of the crusaders 
bave developed the keenest passion for the 
chase of the gold piece. In Germany, be- 
cause the greater partofthe nobility is poor, 
in common with the rest of their country- 
men. In Italy for the same reason. In 
France, because the revolutien and the aboli- 

tion of primogeniture destroyed the great 
fortunes. 

It is in France, of the three, that the inva- 
sion by trade of a caste that formerly used to 
turn up its nose at money-making and mon- 
ey-makers is the most notable and noticeable. 
Not to speak here of the marriages of beggar- 
ed nobles with the heiresses of Cincinnati or 
Chicago pork-packers or Peruvian guano 
deslers—- matrimonial unions, there, that en- 
rich finely the worn-out acres of the descend - 
ants of the chevaliers—there are the great in- 
dustrial enterprises, the mines, railroads and 
banks, whose boards of direction serve as hot- 
houses for the fine flower of the ruined aris- 
tocracy. 

Moreover, the richest nobles set the exam- 
ple the poor ones. The number of dukes, 
princes, counts and barons who sell the fa- 
mous Vintages of Champaign, Bordeaux and 
Bourgogne would suffice to organize courts 
in ail the republics of the two Americas. But 
that is a quasiearistocratic commerce and 
sundry crowned heads do not disdain to turn 
an bonest penny by it. Let us pass, 
then, to the petty trader. We shall tind that 
the Book of Heraldry includes the names of a 
crowd of tradesmen and tradeswomen who 
would not be outof place in the square of 
the Temple or under the pillars of tne fish- 
market. 

There was Duke-Pozzo di Borgo, just dead, 
millionaire a dozen times over. He sold his 
game, the poor, thrifty man, as eagerly as 
though be had been a simple poacher, and 
he retailed the fruit of his country seat at 
Saint Cloud likea kitchen gardener of the 
iain of Genneviliers. He also sent to mar- 
ket baptized milk—he was a pious man, the 
noble duke—furnished by his twocows. 

Another grand seigneur, the Marquis de 
Chabro!, does a thriving busmess in loaning 
out silver plate for weddings and dinner pur- 
ties intown. Itistbe family plate whicn be 
puts tothis use, and the pieces ornameated 
with the De Chabrol coat-of-arms furniso 
forth the table of Monsieur lPrudhomme, 
to the deiighi of that worthy but title-wor- 
shipping man. ‘The Marquis makcs a hand- 
sume thiug out of it. 

There is also the great Baron de Foy, “in- 
ventor and propagator of the matrimonial! 
profession.“ Do you want a wife, not too 
mature, not too sentimentai’ Address, in all 
contidepce, any of the branches of the hoase, 
artis, London, or Vienna. Deposit 100, 500 
or 1,000 francs, according to circumstances, 
»lusa@ commission of five percent on the 
dy 's dot. Once in awhile the house has to 
-ue delinquent patrons; usually, however, 
be excellent Baron gets his fee, as his splen- 
cod chateau at Saint Cloud testifies. He has

The Law’s Injustice.

Twenty-nine years ago Edward J. Ford, 
colored, stood in the shadow of the gallows 
and for twenty-seven years was confined in 

rison under sentence of death. He lived in 

ingsessing, near Philadelphia, and was a 
diteber. One day while working in a ditch 
he siew a fellow-workman in revenge for 
some real or fancied wrong. The circum- 
stances of the killing pointed to a deliberate 
murder, and the jury who heard the evidence 
rendered a verdict of guilty of murder in the 
first degree. The sentence of death was 
passed * bim and be lay in jail awaiting 
his death warrant. This, however, never 
came. Gov. Wm. F. Johnson, whose term 
had nearly expired, neglected to sign the 
document, and his successor, Gov. Pollock, 
refused to accept the legacy, and thus it went 
through the terms of Governors Packer, Cur- 
tin, Geary and Hariranft. Neither would 
sign the death-warrant. The prisoner lan- 
guished in Moyamensing until he became a 
physical wreck, and then efforts were made 
to have him released. At last the man was 
released, and in the beginning of December, 
1877, breathed the free air again. But his 
liberty was of littie use to him, for, broken 
downin healthand without friends, there 
was nothing leftto him but the almshouse, 
and on December 12 he was admitted to that 
institution. Ford sometimes wanders in his 
mind and talks incoherently. He is partially 
paralyzed, and will in all probability end his 
days in the almshouse, although he talks of 
going out when he gets better.

GOTHAM’S JACK KETCH. 


A Man Who Has Executed Twenty 
Murderers. 
[New York Cor. Troy Times.! 


The executioner who served at Balbo’s 
hanging is considered the most successful of 
bis profession in existence. He has been 
more than a quarter of a century in the busi- 
ness, and is very proud of his skill. He may 
claim, indeed, that no failure or difficulty has 
occurred in any case that came under his 
hands. This manis Deputy Sheriff George 
W. Isaacs. It is said that the name is as- 
sumed in order to protect the family from no- 
toriety, but I do not believe the statement. 
He was Deputy Isaacs befere he became the 
hangman, And the last mentioned service 
came to him in direct connection with his of- 
ficial duty. Hedid it so well that he was em- 
ployed on the next painful occasion, and in 
this manner he has been retained until the 
present day. Isaacs’ first execution indeed 
gave him a reputation. Two river pirates: 
(Howlet and Saul) were to suffer, and the 
case was one ef great importance. Tne pris- 
oners were well-known desperadoes, and 
had, while attempting to rob a vessel at mid- 
night, murdered the watcbman. They had 
also been political bullies, and at the scene of 
execution shook hands with Tom Hver, Bill 
Poole and other old associates. : 

Beginning with Howletand Saul in 1853, 
Isaacs has assisted in executing the following 
murderers: James L. Hoar, John Dorsey, 
James Rogers, James Stephens, John Crum- 
mine, Natbaniel Gordon, William Hawkins, 
John Reynolds, Bernard Friery, George Wag- 
ner, Jerry O’Brien, John Real, John Thomas, 
William Foster, Michael Nixon, John Dolan 
and recently Cex and Balbo. All of these 
suffered in the Tombs except Gordon, who 
was taken to Bedloe’s Island, as his crime 
was punished under Federal law. Isaacs has 
also been called to superintend executions in 
other plaves, and one of his most important 
jobs was the Otero murderers. He has told 
me some of the facts connected with these 
painful scenes, each of which is deeply im- 
pressed on his memory. His fee is from $150 
to $250, which may seem large, but when the 
Sheriff receives $1,500 the coief functionary 
may claim a handsome fee. He adopts the 
method practiced by Marwood, the famous 
Loudon hangman, of placing the knot under 
the chin instead of at the ear, since (as he 
claims) it is more effective, producing death 
by instantaneous strangulation. 

Isaacs always interviews the prisoner in 
time to estimate height and weight, and pro- 
vides a rope of corresponding strength. His 
favorite material is Italian hemp, and the cord 
(which is usually halj-inch) is saturated in a 
chemical fluid prepared by himself. It is 
then slushed so as to be as pliable as a silk. 
thread. These facts show how closely Isaacs 
has applied himself to his fearful trade. No 
Jew has ever suffered the death penalty, but 
Isaacs once had great expectation of hanging 
Rubenstein. The latter, however, died in his 
cell a few days before the day fixed for exe- 
cution. The qevs are not combative or mur- 
derous. and the crimes which may be laid to 
their charge are chiefly for the sake of gain. 
Isaacs told me that the most reckless men he 
ever saw under such circumstances were the 
Spaniards Gonzales and Pellicier, who mur- 
dered Otero in order to obtain his money. 
One of them exclaimed as he approached the 
vallows: Me no care. James Rogers was 
the youngest person he ever hung, his age be- 
ing only eighteen. He murdered a man whom 
be bau never seen beforeina street brawl. 
Amcng the most thoroughly depraved cases 
that came under his hand were the wife mur- 
derer, William E. Foster, the car-hook mur- 
derer, and the above mentioned river thieves, 
Howlett and Saul. . 


A Plymouth Scandal. 
| Toledo (O.) Special tu the Chica go Times. | 

The death of the little girl known as Bartha 
Studwell, has brought to light a singular and 
romantic episode, in which a former soprano 
in the choir of Beecher church and a leading 
New York merchant are implicated. The 
Toledo papers contained the simple notice of 
the death of Birdie Studwell, aged three 
years, but nothing was said to connect the 
child with the parties named. In the spring 
of 1877, a couple, well dressed and apparently 
accustomed to move in good society, stopped 
at the Boody House in this city. They regis- 
tered from New York city, and although 
seeming to be recently married, after remain- 
ing a day or two, the services of a physician 
and midwife were required, and a daughter 
was born. The child was given into the care 
of the midwife, who was to receive a stipu- 
lated sum per week for its care and mainten- 
ance,and after a short time the couple de- 
parted as quietly as they came. During the 
intervening period the parents never visited 
the child, but money and clothing were 
promptly sent, and it is supposed that it was 
their inteution ultimately totake the child 
home when they could do so, when the dis- 
parity between its age and the date of their 
marriage became less noticeable by the lapse 
of time. When notified of the death, by tele- 
graph, the father replied that he was pre- 
vented from coming on by illness in the 
family, but sent a check for $200 to meet fun- 
eral expenses. The father is said to bea 
member ofa well-known firm of dealers in 
leather goods and findings, in New York.

CENTRALIZATION. 

In his railroad speech at Hancock, N. 
Y., last Saturday, Gen. Garfield gave ex- 
pression to that well-worn witticism of 
spelling the word Nation with a very big 
initial letter. Such an utterance made by 
a candidate for the chief executive office 
in a campaign excursion is significant. A 
teodency to centralization has been 
strikingly noticeable in the Republican 
party ever since it attained power. It 
took its origin during the war asa sort of 
supposed mifitary necessity. If it had 
ceased with the terrible fact which gave it 
birth, nobody would now complain. But 
lust of power grows by what it feeds on. 
Partisan ingenuity devised one excuse af- 
teranether fora continuance of usurped 
authority. For twelve years after the 
surrender of all hostile forces, and during 
aprevelance of absolute peace, without 
constitutional authority and in known 
and undenied defiance of constitutional 
inhibition, three States were held under a 
military despotism. Grant did it, and his 
party aided and approved it. Such a party 
is not fit to be entrusted with the control 
of a government of law. 

Here was centralization. Here was the 
thing that Gen. Garfield means by his wit- 
ticism of spelling nation “witha very big 
initial letter.“ It is an avowal, in terms 
not ambiguous of a defiance of constitu- 
tional restraint, of a love of military des- 
potism. 

The Republican party is the same to-day 
as during Grant’s reign. President Hayes 
withdrew the troops from the three South- 
ern States and he at once lost 
the support of his party. Gen. Garfield 
sees the mistake that Hayes made, knows 
the temper of his party better and in his 
campaigning tour announces his wish to 
spell nation “with a very big initial letter.“ 

Nothing is now so much to be dreaded as 
this manifest and even avowed purpose 
toward centralization. It means a destruc- 
tion of the Constitution, and that means, 
nobody knows what. If the Constitution 
may be defied with the approbation of the 
people, we are left to the caprice 
of rulers. Let a social convulsion 
arise, such as that which  occurr- 
edin 1877, when a part of the labor- 
ing classes throughout the whole country 
rose in arms, defying authority and des- 
troying property, and what shall hinder 
an ambitious President, who in advance 
has announced his purpose to spell nation 
„with a very big initial letter,“ from as- 
suming the imperial purple? Thousands 
of good citizens will say, Self-government 
is a failure. We need a strong govern- 
ment. No such usurpation is, in fact, 
necessary, as is proved by the fact that the 
late lawless uprising was put down by 
legal methods. But in the hour of 
common peril a Napoleonic coup d'etat 
could be made successful. When it is add- 
ed that a President so disposed, a Presi- 
dent who, with his party, desires centrali- 
zation, a President who, as a candidate, 
proclaims his wish for a nation „with a big 
initial letter,“ can easily manufacture such 
an uprising at his pleasure, we see that 
nothing is now so much to be dreaded as 
the tendency to centralization. |

OUR GREAT WHEAT SUPPLY. 

The wheat crop of the United States for 
this year is reasonably estimated at 485,- 
000,000 bushels, and some people, who are 
supposed to be well posted in business 
matters, have been disposed to believe we 
were about to suffer serious conse- 
quences from  over-production. The 
home consumption of wheat last 
year amounted to about 250,000,000 
bushels, and exports amounted to 
about 125,000,000 bushels. But it is claim- 
ed that crops are better in Europe this year 
and that the exports will fall off very ma- 


terlally, and thus leave us witha large sur- 


land ts ever seen. It is a good thing that | 


plus. The new crop has been harvested | 


and much of it has gone to market, and so 
far theredees not appear to be any prospect 
of lower prices on account of the over- 
supply. On the contrary, farmers are get- 
ting a fair price for their wheat. Ina 
radius of three hundred miles of 
St. Louis they are getting 75 cents 
a bushel, while it would pay them fairly 
if they got only 60 cents a bushel. The 
truth is that our home consumption has 
vastly increased since last year and the 
foreign demand is as strong as ever, so 
that it now seems probable that it will be 
easy enough to dispose of a crop of 
485,000,000 bushels. Wheat is cheaper 
than it was last year, and this is just why 
more of it will be used. Exporters last 
year paid on an average 81 25 a bushel 
for wheat put on the vesselat New York, 
New Orleans or Baltimore, which are 
now the three great exporting points 
of the country, while this summer they are 
paying only about $1 a bushel for the 
grade known as No. 2. A difference of 
twenty-five cents to the European consumer 
is an important consideration and will no 
doubt largely increase the export demand. 
It now looks as though we would send 
more wheat to Europe this year than last, 
notwithstanding the more favorable condi- 
tion of the crops there. Exporters are 
buying more freely in this market than ever 
before and seem willing to take all they 
can get at about ninety cents, which is 
equivalent to $1 a bushel puton a steam- 
ship at New Orleans. 
time before the United States will produce 
too much wheat. The consumptive de- 
mand, foreign and domestic, keeps pace 
with the productive capacity. 


A NEw York clergyman, the Rev. L. S. 
Weed, of the John Street Methodist

state of the country is alarming. In Eng- 
land, especialy in London, it is not an un- 
common thing to see fashionable ladies 
tipping off brandy and strong wines in the 
restaurants, but as the climate in England 
is humid and the ladies wear loose shoes 
and corsets the effects of the drinking are 
not so particularly apparent. The danger of 
congestion is not so great. However, it 
would be well for the sisters who are organ- 
ized to secure the ballot to give up their 
desire to vote for a season and pay some 
attention to the cause of temperance. 


Now begins the usual tom-foolery about 
political pole-raisings. Down at Leesburg, 
Virginia, a negro Garfield club has been 
prevented from hoisting a pole in honor of 
their candidate, the Democratic authorities 
of the town declaring that life and proper- 
ty will be endangered. A Republican club 
of Washington City has volunteered to go 
up and help their brethren to up-end the ob- 
noxious emblem next Saturday, and a ter- 
rible conflict is anticipated. As everybody 
is prepared for a fight it is not likely that 
one will take place, for it is the unexpect- 
ed that always happens. It is high time, 
though, that partisans everywhere recog- 
nize thatthe pole-raising is a species of 
child’s play, invented for the entertainment 
of weak-minded adults, too sacred to be 
interfered with.

On Saturday 
last the first stone was laid in the presence of 
Rutberford B. Hayes. who placed inthe 
cement some coins marked with his initials 
and the date. The first course of stone will 
be finished the coming week, and about three 
courses per week will be laid thereafter. 
There are employed at present in the work 
153 men, one third of whom are stone-cut- 
ters. Inthethree courses of damaged stone 
which are removed, the only block which 
was without injury was the one presented by 
the city of Baltimore in 1850. This was re- 
stored to its place. Other memorial blocks 
which are on hand will be aitixed to the 
inner face of the wall. The engineer in 
charge has asked for authority to lay rails 
from existing railroads to the monument, in 
order that the marble to be used may be 


brought directly to the spot in car-loads.

McDonald’s Confession.

What amount ot credence is to be given to 
the various revelations made by General John 
McDonald concerning the operations and ram- 
ifications of the ‘‘Whisky Ring’’ of St. Louis 
during General Grant’s two administrations is 
not a matter to be hastily deciaed. Grave 
charges of guilty knowledge of and actual pro- 
fitfrom the rascalities carried on foralong 
term of years are made which reach trom such 
convicted and unconvicted knaves as Joyce 
and McDonald’s fellow-workers upto General 
Grant himselt. It may be that many of the ex- 
President’s fellow-citizens do not regard his 
ideal of the purity of public life as an exalted 
one, but they will be loth to believe that he 
was knowingly a partner in the crimes for 
which McDonald and Joyce went to jail; that 
he accepted even as a present from admirers 
what he knew to be the proceeds of public 
robbery. It is a shock to public decency 
to have the charges made; it would be 
regarded as a calamity to find them 
proved. So far as appears from the tele- 
graphic summary of McDonald’s book the 
grave accusations against Gen. Grant rest en- 
tirely on McDonald’s ussupported statements, 
and, howerer he may be regarded as a man 
of his word,’’ he remains under the obloquy 
of amerited conviction. Enough too can be 
found in the history of his case subsequeat to 
conviction to account for any rancor that 
might gnaw at his neart against Gen. Grant. 
That a tull knowledge ot the conspiracy went 
up tothe very household of the President has 
long veen a growing belief in the public mind, 
and the details of McDonald’s story go very 
far to confirm it, but important and shameful 
as that may beit is nothing compared with the 
disgracefulness implied by a possibility of 
truth in the accusations against the leader of 
our armies, the twice elected President of the 
United States. Ill-advised friends of Gen. 
Grant may believe that such things are to be 
best met by contemptuous silence. We do not 
believe it. Let Gen Babcock, Joyce or others, 
whom McDonald implicates, treat the revela- 
tions as they please, Gen. Grant should speak 
out decisively.
